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Informational meeting slated to 
discuss future of fish hatchery 


Crawford County will host a public 
informational forum at 7 p.m. on Thursday, 
Aug. 16 at the Crawford County Building 
to discuss the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

The purpose of this forum will be to 
explain future intentions regarding the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery and to solicit com- 
ments regarding those plans. 

Crawford County is considering changes 
within the deed that would create a 
public/private partnership with Harrietta 
Hills Trout Farm, LLC on the property 
allowing for commercial fish production 
along with public access during certain 
times of the year. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery facility was 
conveyed to Crawford County in 1983 and 
has been operated by the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Committee and then the Grayling 
Recreation Authority as a summer attrac- 
tion and tourist destination. 

Following a number of years of financial 
losses, the Grayling Recreation Authority 
announced in 2012 that they would no 
longer be able to maintain the summer 
recreation program. 

Harrietta Hills Trout Farm, LLC 
approached the County in May of 2012 
with a proposal to operate the summer 
recreation program at the hatchery in return 
for the opportunity to utilize the facility for 
year-round trout production. 

The county and Harrietta Hills reached 
an agreement on an interim contract that 
would allow the facility to open for summer 
2012 under Harrietta Hills Trout Farm man- 
agement while both entities worked to clear 
up technical, regulatory challenges prior to 
entering into a long-term contractual 
arrangement for the operation of the hatch- 
ery. 

“This arrangement is a tremendous 
opportunity to secure the long-term opera- 
tion of the hatchery, which has become an 
icon in the Grayling community,” said 
Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said. “Equally as exciting is the 
opportunity to form a public/private part- 
nership that will benefit our community. 
The County Board of Commissioners 
would like to do everything possible to 
maintain the hatchery property and pre- 
serve its role as a destination.”

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Voters 
decide 
funding 
proposals — 


Crawford County voters went to the pri- 
mary election polls Tuesday to vote for four 
funding proposals. 

The Crawford AuSable School District 
had a $2,990,000 bond issue on the ballot 
for bussing and school facility upgrades. 

The vote tally was 1,154 yes votes and 
1,277 no votes. 

The Crawford County Library System 
had a .4458 mill renewal for the operation 
of local libraries on the ballot. 

The results were 1,555 yes to 1,197 no 
votes, 

The Frederic Township Fire Department 
had a two-mill renewal on the ballot to fund 
fire protection services. 

The voting results were 154 votes to 115 
no votes. 

Frederic Township also had a .95 of a 
mill tax renewal on the ballot for ambu- 
lance services. 

The tally was 148 yes votes to 114 no 
votes. 

Finally, Maple Forest Township had a 
one-mill renewal on the ballot for funding 
fire and ambulance services, provided by 
the Frederic Township Fire Department and — 
EMS Service. 

The voting results were 98 yes votes to 
38 no votes. 

A total of 3,031 voters, or 27 percent of 
the 10,831 registered voters in Crawford 
County, went to the polls to cast their bal- 
lots Tuesday.

Animal control officer 
praised for swift response

The Crawford County ani- 
mal control officer was 
recently praised for preserv- 
ing the health of the adopt- 
able pet population at the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter while making a tough 
decision for 16 dogs seized 
from a transient man. 

Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Michael Jacobi was 
dispatched to the Burton’s 
Landing State Forest 
Campground on the AuSable 
River at 9:46 p.m. on July 5. 
The situation involved a man 
who was not paying camping 
fees, washing feces covered 
blankets at the water pumps, 
leaving dog feces at the well 
and having a number of dogs 
at a camp site. 

Upon arrival at the camp 
site in question, Jacobi 
encountered Henry Richard 
Rogan Jr, age 54, from 
Celina, Tenn. Jacobi asked 
Rogan how many dogs he 
had. Rogan replied that he 
had three dogs outside the 
van and four dogs inside the 
vehicle. Rogan’s van was 
turned off and only had. the 
driver side window open. 
Temperatures that day 
reached the mid-90’s with 
high humidity and a heat 
index warning At the time of 
Jacobi’s arrival, the tempera- 
ture was in the high 80’s. 

“An overwhelming putrid 
feces smell was extreme 
prior to being closer than 20 
yards from the van,’ Jacobi 
said in his report of the inci- 
dent. 

After checking Rogan’s 
identification through the 
Law Enforcement 
Information Network, it was 
discovered that he had an 


outstanding warrant for 
felony burglary in Oakland 
County. Jacobi arrested 
Rogan for the warrant and 
deputies from the Oakland 
County Sheriff’s Office said 
they would pick him up. 

When asked if he had fam- 
ily in the area, Rogan first 
said they lived in Kalkaska 
but then said they lived in 
Traverse City. Upon being 
questioned further about 
other family members, 
Rogan said they were cither 
in Roscommon or Gaylord, 
but did not know which com- 
munity. 

Jacobi turned on the van 
and its air conditioning and 
saw more than four dogs in 
the vehicle. 

Upon arrival of Crawford 
Animal Control Officer Gail 
Foguth and Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Randy 
Barnes, the dogs were placed 
into the animal control vehi- 
cle and it was confirmed that 
a total of 16 dogs were in 
Rogan’s possession. The 
dogs appeared nourished, but 
were unruly and most were 
without collars. 

Up to one inch of feces 
was noted in the rear cargo 
area of the van. 

“It was terrible,” said 


Crawford County Sheriff 


Kirk A. Wakefield. 

Deputies also found two 
boxes or cremated remains 
among other items. Rogan 
acknowledged that one was 
the partial remains of his 
mother, while the other con- 
tained an old dog. 

The van was registered to 
Penske Truck Leasing in 
Tampa. Employees there told 
Jacobi that the van was only 
to be used for commercial 
purposes and it was unclear 


how Rogan came into pos- 
session of the vehicle. 

Over the next several 
hours, Foguth processed the 
dogs at the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, keeping 
them in outside kennels 
because they were visibly 
sick and wild. 

“They were very, very ill,” 
said Sharon Priebe, the sec- 
retary and treasurer for the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter. “Some of them were 
not very nice dogs.” 

The next day, Foguth and 
Dr. Paul Mesack, the owner 
of the Grayling Hospital for 
Animals, evaluated the dogs. 
It was decided that 15 of the 
dogs should be euthanized 
given their condition, 

“It was a very hard deci- 
sion,” Priebe said. 

Priebe credited Foguth for 
quarantining the dogs out- 
side to preserve the health of 
the adoptable animals at the 
shelter. 

“She tried every which 
way to keep the shelter from 
getting contaminated,”

Elan said of the fish hatch- 
ery. “You're guaranteed to 


catch fish, plus you can feed 
the fish and see them jump- 
ing, which is nice.” 

Sydney fed a bag of fish 
food to the rainbow trout and 
brown trout being reared in 
the fish hatchery’s raceways.

Priebe said. “These dogs 
were desperately sick.” 

Cheryl Postma, the direc- 
tor of the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, said the dogs 
seized included chow mixes, 
cattle dogs and herding dogs. 

The lone survivor, a red 
bone hound that has been 
named “Lucky Dalton,” 
remains at the shelter. He is 
still recovering from a staph 
infection, from being bitten 
by the dogs and living in the 
filthy conditions, but will 
soon be available for adop- 
tion. 

“He's bouncing back,” 
Postma said. “He gaining 
weight and is doing very 
well.” 

Although often times 
placed in a negative position 
given people’s beliefs and 
passion for animals, Priebe 
told the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
that Foguth needs all the sup- 
port she can get. 

“Your animal control offi- 
cer ts hugely valuable to this 
community,” Priebe — said. 
“She had done a tremendous- 
ly good job. She deserves all 
the help that she can get.”

Every day, 2,500 
teenagers nationwide use a 
prescription drug to get high 
for the first time. They're 
accessing these drugs in the 
comfort of their home; it 
can be as easy as opening a 
cupboard, drawer, or medi- 
cine cabinet. In Northern 
Michigan, this problem is 
real, it's growing, and it’s 
dangerous. 

Since 2000, over 550 
overdose and drug poison- 


ing deaths have been 
recorded in northern and 
central Michigan. The 


majority of these deaths are 
related to prescription 
drugs. A large part of this 
problem is the misconcep- 
tion that prescription drugs 
are safer than illicit drugs. 
Prescription drugs are not 
safer than illicit drugs. 
These are powerful drugs 
that, when abused, can be 
just as dangerous as street 
drugs. 

A prescription drug isn’t 
safe if it wasn’t prescribed 
for you. If you're taking a 
drug that was not meant for 
you, you are essentially 
abusing that drug. If you 
know of someone that is 
abusing prescription drugs, 
talk to them about the dan- 
gers. 

You can also help prevent

Conversation with Nels Michelson’ 


Visitors to Hartwick 
Pines will have a chance to 
meet 19th century Grayling 
area lumberman Nels 
Michelson and learn of his 
life in northern Michigan in 
the late 1800s and early 
1900s on Aug. L1, 

Hear Michelson’s early 
life story of being drafted in 
the Danish Army and cap- 
tured in a war with Prussia, 
and later being a penniless 
immigrant from Denmark 
in 1866, arriving on a ship 
that sat in quarantine for 
cholera in New York Harbor 
for two months. Michelson 
later went into the lumber 
industry starting out as a 
swamper and teamster, 
before meeting Rasmus 
Hanson and rising to the 
ownership and management 
of several lumber compa- 
nies in locations such as 
Grayling, Houghton Lake, 
and Lewiston. 

Michelson was a found- 
ing partner of the Sailing, 
Hanson, and Company in 
Grayling, the Michelson, 
Hanson Company = in 
Lewiston, and developed a 
small Jumber community 
on the Muskegon River, 
known as Michelson. He 
also influenced the develop- 
ment of Houghton Lake and 
Ferndale, had homes in 
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Grayling, Houghton Lake, 
and Detroit, and was a phil- 
anthropist, including fund- 
ing for the Michelson 
Methodist Church in 
Grayling, named for his 
wife Margrethe Jenson 
Michelson. 

The Michelson home in 
Grayling still stands, and 
Michelson’s former home 
in Detroit is now known as 
the Berry Gordy Mansion, 
for the founder of Motown 
Records, a later owner of 
the historic mansion. 

Historian Rob Burg will 
portray Nels Michelson in 
this one hour program at the 
Logging Museum 
Amphitheater on Saturday, 
Aug. I 1 at 8 p.m. This pro- 
gram is part of the annual 
Forest Fest event, celebrat- 
ing the heritage of our 
forests.

Man arrested 
for shooting 
and beheading 


pit bull

A 19-year-old Crawford 
Counly man accused of 
shooting a pit pull and cut- 
ting its head off with the 
intention of returning it to 
its Owner was arrested after 
turning himself in on 
Sunday. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk A. Wakefield said 
Seven Anthony Stuart was 
arrested at Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office Jail at 11:35 
a.m. on Sunday, Aug. 5 for 
felony animal — cruelty 
charges. Deputies had been 
in contact with Stuart by 
telephone as he drove back 
from Alabama to turn him- 
self in, 

Wakefield said a sheriff’s 
deputy was dispatched to a 
complaint of animal cruelty 
at the intersection of Wilcox 
Bridge Road and Jones 
Lake Road in Grayling 
Charter Township at 3:10 
p.m. on Sunday, July 29. 

Once at the scene, the 
deputy was shown the body 
of a 6-year-old brindle pit 
bull named “Smokey.” Dan 
Kelley is the dog’s owner, 

The killing had taken 
place in Lovells Township 
and the dog’s body had been 
buried. Kelley went to 
Lovells Township — and 
retrieved the body. The dog 
had been shot and decapitat- 
ed. The head was not with 
the body. 

Stuart had contacted 
Kelley carlier by phone and 
left a message, saying that 
he killed the dog. Stuart 
said that the head had been 
taken to have it processed to 
relurn to the owner much 
like someone would do with 
a wophy animal mount, 
Wakefield said. 

The deputy handling the 
case contacted Stuart by 
telephone and he admitted 
to the crime, stating that the 
dog was aggressive with 
everyone and “had to be put 
down,” Stuart also admitted 
to the statement made to the 
dog’s owner about returning 
the head as “a remem- 
brance,” 

On Tuesday, July 31° at 
8:19 a.m. deputies were sent 
to the stop sign at the inter- 
section of Stephan Bridge 
Road and North Down 


River Rd to recover the head 
of the pit-bull, Wakefield 
said. 

Wakefield said the head 
of the dog was in a bag and 
placed at the intersection for 
someone to have it mount- 
ed. 

“It’s unbelievable,” 
Wakefield said. 

Kelley said his mother 
adopted Stuart three years 
ago. 

Kelley brought Smokey 
to. Grayling when he 
returned to the community 
from Florida six years ago. 

Kelley said the dog was 
around his daughter as well 
as Stuart’s daughter and was 
Never aggressive with any- 
one, 

Kelley said the killing of 
Smokey had more to do 
with a dispute between the 
brothers rather than being 
an alleged aggressive dog. 

“We had a falling out 
awhile back,” Kelly said. 
“Anybody that knew the dog 
knew he was not aggres- 
sive.” 

Smokey was living in a 
home in the City of 
Grayling, while Kelley was 
working on a residence in 
Grayling Charter Township, 
where he plans to live. 

“Supposedly, he loved the 
dog, so I don’t see how he 
could do this,” Kelley said 
of Stuart. 

Late last week, Kelley 
was still in shock over the 
ordeal. 

“I loved the dog,” Kelley 
said. “I couldn’t even shoot 
him, let alone what he did.” 

Kelley planned to go fish- 
ing over the weekend with a 
friend to try to keep from 
thinking about the situation. 

“I just want justice for 
Smokey,” Kelley said. 
“Nothing is going to be 
good enough, but it’s just 
whatever the best that can 
happen.” 

Stuart was released from 
jail after posting 10 percent 
on a cash or surety bond. He 
is scheduled to be arraigned 
in Crawford County District 
Court on Wednesday, Aug. 
22 for two counts of felony 
animal cruelty, which carry 
a maximum sentence of four 
years in prison. 

Wakefield said the case is 
still under investigation.

By next summer, patrons 
of Camp Grayling will be

This past May, state 
employees completed 


groundwork and demolition 
of the previous lake cabins 
that were built in the 1950s. 
“Our guys are really 
experienced,” said Lt. 
Michael Alma, a facility 
engineer for Camp 
Grayling. “We try to maxi- 
mize everyone’s abilities.” 
Alma explained 
were 10 carpenters and two 
equipment operators work- 
ing to construct these new 
cabins. The state employees

work four days a week and 
12 hours a day. 

“We're going to work on 
the exteriors until winter 
sets in,” he said. “The work- 
ers will finish the roofs and 
siding before cold weather 
hits and focus on interior 
projects such as furniture, 
painting and other tasks 
throughout the winter.” 

The cabins are expected 
for operation May 28, 2013 
but at the current rate of 
construction, this $500,000 
project will be completed 
earlier in the year and well 


ahead of annual training for 
2013. 

Currently, it is not clear 
who will be able to rent 
these quarters, but Alma 
anticipates they will be open 
to all ranks and hopes that 
availability will be extended 
to state employees because 
of their efforts to build the 
cabins. 

“People will be able to 
stay at the cabins year round 
and the farthest one down is 
handicap accessible,” Alma 
said. 

The cabins will have two 


bedrooms on the upper level 
and one bedroom on the 
lower level, two bathrooms, 
kitchen and dining area. In 
addition, there may be cable 
and Internet capabilities. 

With Camp Grayling’s 
100-year anniversary 
approaching in July 2013, 
Alma believes word of 
mouth will effectively mar- 
ket the lake cabins because 
each successive year, reser- 
vations for the lake cabins 
have filled more quickly 
than the previous year.

Training facility will prepare 
soldiers for urban combat 


Residential housing, a 
regulation soccer field, a 
four story embassy with an 
elevator shaft, a jail with 
working cells and a bank are 
a few of the facilities that 
comprise a typical town. - 

But it’s not a typical town 
with the addition of cameras 
and speakers in every room 
of each facility. 

For almost a year, 85 
workers, including masons, 
painters, equipment opera- 
tors, steel workers, 
plumbers and laborers have 
transfixed gravel roads to 
create a simulated urban 
town, known as a Combined 
Arms and Collective 
Training Facility (CACTF) 
at Camp Grayling. 

Saylor Construction, LLC 
of Blissfield, is the general 
contractor for this 40-acre 
urban operations training 
site, a $14 million project. 

The military and possibly 
police agencies, firefighters 
and emergency workers will 
utilize the site to conduct 


training exercises. As for 
training purposes, leader- 
ship will be able to evaluate 
soldiers entering and clear- 
ing rooms on monitors in 
the range operations control 
room. 

Though the CACTF is 
comparable to the mock 
Iraqi villages exercises sol- 
diers have trained on in the 
past, this will support the 
needs for urban training 
opportunities. Therefore, 
the constructed buildings 
will be Multiple Integrated 
Laser Equipment System 
compatible and soldiers will 
be able to use an M4 
machine gun that shoots 
paintballs. 

“It will be the best paint- 
ball place in Michigan,” said 
Scott Hanson, the construc- 
tion inspector for the pro- 
ject. 

Hanson ensures the build- 
ings are built to specifica- 
tions and he has to inspect 
all materials, from screws to 
cinder blocks.

“These buildings were 
built to take a beating,” he 
said. “If we built it the same 
way Texas builds theirs — 
ours wouldn’t last.” 

Hanson explained that the 
buildings are built different- 
ly because of Michigan’s 
winters. He said soldiers 
will be able to enter the 
buildings not only from 
ground level but also the flat 
top roofs. In addition, some 
buildings will have rap- 
pelling capabilities. 

All things take time and 
this project is scheduled to 
be completed in February 
2013, but Hanson thinks it 
will be completed by the 
end of this year. 

“The workers got a real 
good head start this sum- 

er,” he said. “They work 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., four 
days a week.” 

Aside of the functionality 
of the buildings, the town 
will even include a cemetery 
and mausoleum — with 
coffins.

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Reach Out and Read program 
promotes children’s literacy 


The Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw and Roscommon 
Intermediate School 
District COOR-ISD and 
the COOR-Iosco Great 
Start Collaborative (GSC) 
are = sponsoring a new 
reading program in our 
area called “Reach Out and 
Read.” 

The program is based on 
a very successful early 
reading model that is 
focused on involving a 
child’s pediatrician or other 
medical professional with 
establishing and supporting 
the importance of reading 
to and for children ages 
birth to 5. 


The program is in its sec- 


ond year of a five-year 
grant from the federal gov- 
ernment. The overall goal 
of the program is to prepare 
our youngest children to 
succeed in school by enter- 
ing kindergarten with a 
strong interest in and abili- 
ty to read. 

The Reach Out and Read 
program is endorsed by the 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics and the National 
Association of Pediatric 
Nurse Practitioners. 
Reach Out and Read 
Programs are located in 
more than 4,535 hospitals 
and health centers in all 50 
states, the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico, 
and the U.S. Virgin Islands 
— and now in Crawford 
County. 

Did you know that 34 
percent of American chil- 
dren entering kindergarten 
today lack the basic lan- 
guage skills they will need 
to learn to read? Research 
has shown that children 
who live in print-rich envi- 
ronments and who are read 
to during the first years of 
life are more likely to 


develop stronger reading 
abilities and enter school 
prepared to succeed. 
Reach Out and Read 
takes place in a doctor's 
office. When any. child 
between the ages of birth to 
5 sees a doctor who partic- 
ipates in the program for a 
well-child visit, such as 
immunizations and sched- 
uled well-baby checkups, 
the doctor takes a few extra 
minutes with that child and 
their parents to discuss the 
importance of reading with 
children, how parents can 
make sure their children 
are keeping pace with 
speech and reading devel- 
opmental milestones, and 
offer referrals to other read- 


ing-focused or school- 
readiness programs for 
children. 


The best part - each child 
ages 0 to 5 will receive a 
free, age and reading-level 
appropriate book at each 
well-child visit. The book 
is theirs to keep so that the 
child is able to begin to 
build their own personal 
library at home and hope- 
fully begin a lifetime love 
of books, reading and 
learning. 

For children too young to 
read, parents often over- 
look the importance of 
reading aloud to them. 
Studies show that early lan- 
guage skills, the foundation 
for reading ability and 
school readiness, are based 
on language exposure 
resulting from parents and 
other adults talking to 
young children. 

Reading difficulty con- 
tributes to school failure, 
which increases the risk of 
absenteeism, dropping out 
of school, juvenile delin- 
quency, substance abuse, 
and teenage pregnancy - all

COOR-ISD and the GSC 
have added a special fea- 
ture to our local version of 
Reach Out and Read. 
They have been, and will 
continue to conduct book 
drives for gently used 
books. These books will 
be used to set up “Reading 
Nooks” in the waiting 
rooms of participating 
Reach Out and Read doc- 
tor’s offices. 

The donated books will 
be available so that every 
child coming to the doc- 
tor’s office has a book 
available to them. The 
grant only allows the pur- 
chase of new books for 
children seen on a well- 
child visit. 

Each “Reading Nook” 
will have an area with a 
bookcase and child-sized 
furniture and include addi- 
tional local literacy infor- 
mation such as literacy- 
themed events happening 
around town, local library 
card applications, literacy 
council contact informa- 
tion, if available and other 
information regarding local 
early childhood programs 
and services. 

The goal for the local 
Reach Out and Read pro- 
gram is to establish and 
maintain a minimum of one 
medical office in each of 
the COOR counties. They 
have already met or 
exceeded the target in two 
of the counties - Ogemaw 
and Oscoda, and are cur- 
rently looking for a 
Crawford County medical 
office that has a significant 
patient base of children 
ages Q-5 that would be 


interested in becoming a 
Reach Out and Read site. 

In order to participate in 
the program, the medical 
office site must designate a 
lead medical professional 
(M.D., D.O., or F.N.P) to 
serve as the contact person 
for the program, Those 
medical staff that will see 
participating patients will 
need to complete a brief 
one half-hour, on-line 
training about the program 
following the completion 
of an on-line application, 
which takes approximately 
10 minutes to complete. 

Participating medical 
sites are supported by 
COOR-ISD and the GSC 
with the provision of all 
books and materials needed 
to operate the Reach Out 
and Read program in their 
office. A program staff 
person is also available to 
provide any technical assis- 
tance needed and to main- 
tain a supply of new books 
for well-child visits and 
donated books for general 
distribution. 

If your medical practice 
is interested in participat~- 
ing in this program, please 
contact the Program 
Coordinator, Cindy 
DeLadurantaye. 

The GSC will hold book 
drives for donations 
throughout the year to sup- 
port the “Reading Nooks”.
